Dear Lees 


IT have been out of town a great deal lately and I am 
sorry to be so late in replying to your letters regard- 
ing the varnishes and turpentines which I use in the 
portraits I have painted, 

1. and 2. I have been using Grumbacher's retouching 
varnish spray lightly as I paint, to bring out dried-in 
spots. When the portrait is completed I apply a light 
spray of this retouching varnish over the whole painting. 
The label on the can reads: “Contains Damar gum, gum 
spirits of turpentine, methylane chlorida and allphatic 
hydrocarbons." 


3. No other medium is used except for turpentine in which 
I clean and rinse my brushes while painting. I use tur- 
pentine also only in sufficient amounts to thin my paints 
slightly. 
4. I do not use any other resin. 
5. No additional varnish is applied by me. Additional 
varnish might have been applied by restorers at various 
periods in the past. 
6. I do not mix acrylic and oj1 paint. 
I hope this information will be helpful to you.
